The union tabernacle, erected 
in 191.5 by the B aptist, Methodist, 
Presbyterian and C hristian con­ 
gregations, is being wrecked this 
week. 
It has been the scene of 
many stirring revival meetings 
during its existence. 
J. W. Fomhy, one of the promi­ 
nent farmres of the Abbie com­ 
munity, is reported m uch improv­ 
ed following a paralysis stroke 
on March 5. 
Fire last Friday night about 
11:00 destroyed another landmark 
in Hamlin, the old Ham lin Inn, 
a 25-room frame hotel th at pre­ 
viously had been used as a two- 
story school house. 
B. B. Colwell 
owned the building, which 
had 
been operated by J. R. Wilson. 
We understand plans are being 
considered for replacing the struc­ 
ture With a fire-proof hotel.
